Private business has taken 
more and more of the able men 
and women from government. 
Only war holds others there. The 
plain fact is, we have succeeded 
in making government service, 
not merely unattractive, but un- 
desirable. We expect the utmost 
in efficiency, yet we know that 
the scale of government pay is 
such that few able persons are 
willing to stay on, dealing with, 
and taking abuse from, men in 
and out of Congress who are not 
their equals in either intelligence 
or ability. 

Because of the increase in ur- 
ban populations and the continu- 
ally increasing division and spe- 
cializations in labor, we are 
divided into groups which grow 
farther and farther apart. 

As we each climb up our peaks 
of specialization we find the dis- 
tance between us and those on 
other peaks constantly widening. 
There less understanding of 
one another. There is more and

*I am getting mine, that’s all 
care.” Each group thinks govern- 
ment should make special privi- 
leges available to it. 

It is a dismaying and frighten- 
ing spectacle—to see and hear 
American men and women tear- 
ing down their government and 
smearing the dignity of its offi- 
ces because they are angry at 
someone, or some persons in 
them.

Letter 


This letter by Franklin D 
Roosevelt was written on April 
26, 1925. That was when every- 
one admired him and before any- 
one hated him. So I assume it 
may be read in that light. He 
wrote: 

“Government employment 
should be and will be some day 
a real career. Today it is not. 
Private business of all kinds of- 
fers so many greater inducements 
that it is only natural that the 
best government employees so 
often leave. 

“Is the government doing a 
fair thing? It seems to me that 
a great nation like the United 
States should pay adequate sal- 
aries. As a broad principle, there 
is no reason why the United 
States should not pay approxi- 
mately the salaries which are 
paid on the average by private 
employers. 

“T shudder to think what 
would happen if the government 
of the United States were to re- 
organize the salaries of its de- 
partmental employees from top 
down. A new career and a real 
career would be opened to Amer- 
ican boys and girls. They would 
no longer treat government serv- 
ice as mere stepping stones to 
something better. They would 
strive to make good within the 
service itself. They would know 
that if they could make good 
they could reach the top and 
with the attainment of the goal 
be assured of enough to support 
their families in the right way, 
to lay up something for a rainy 
day, and to make their own de- 
partments models of efficiency. 

“Would it not give us a won- 
derful feeling if we knew that 
our government, for efficiency of 
service, and fairness to its work- 
ers, was the best government in 
the world instead of one of the 
worst?” (1925, Warm Springs.) 

Well—now we are in 1951. 


And most Americans apparent- 
lv prefer to damn the govern- 
ment’s departments, to make the 
work so urattractive there is no 
pieasure or joy in it—and at the 
Same time criticize the govern- 
ment because it is not efficient 
and doesn’t have able persons in 
top positions. 


Does that make any sense?

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Nov. 15—(AP)—Four scientists 
who are architects of the atomic age and an author whose 
best-seller novel is laid in the time of Christ won 1951 Nobel 


Prizes Thursday. 

The chemistry prize was shared 
by two Americans—Dr. Glenn T, 
Seaborg and Dr. Edward M. Mc- 
Millan, both of the University of 
California at Berkeley. They are 
codiscoverers of plutonium, a sub- 
stance that made it easier and 
cheaper to produce atomic bombs. 
McMillan’s work made it possible 
to create cosmic rays in the lab- 
oratory. 

A Briton and an Irishman shared 
the prize for physics. They are Sir 
John Cockcroft, director of Brit- 
ain’s “Atomic City” at Harwell, 
and Prof. E. T. S. Walton of Dub- 
lin’s Trinity College.

Resignation

Is Accepted 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—()-- 
President Truman accepted the 
resignation of Eric Johnston as 
head of ghe Economic Stabilization 
Agency (ECA) todav “with real 
regret” and “extreme reluctance.” 

Johnson, who has been trying 
to get back to his job as presi- 
dent of the motion picture asso- 
ciation, will leave the government 
November 30. 

The acceptance of the resigna- 
tion was announced at Mr. Tru- 
man’s vacation headquarters in 
Key West, Fla. In an exchange 
of letters, Mr. Truman thanked 
Johnson for building ESA—the 
government's chief agency in the 
fight against inflation—into an 
“efficient and going concern to 
cope with the problems that lie 
ahead.” 

Johnson wrote that as a private 
citizen he would “continue to do 
everything within my power to 
promote a national policy to pre- 
vent inflation . no military de- 
fense can be any stronger than 
the economy which sustains it.” 

Johnson's departure sped up ef- 
forts that were already under 
wav to find a successor.

He 
made clear his own belief that no 
increase was justified and he 
warned that each penny of wage 
rise would force an increase of 
$20,000,000 in the price of the 
company’s products, thus adding 
to the “inflationary spiral which 
is of mounting concern to all the 
people of the nation.” 

In announcing the union’s wage 
program at the close of a one- 
day meeting of the wage policy 
committee in Atlantic City, Mur- 
ray declared the union would not 
be content with a direct pay rise 
of 5 cents an hour. This is the 
maximum the industry considers 
permissible under the rules of the 
Wage Stabilization Board. 

The union head, who also 
president of the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations, expressed 
hope that conferences between the 
union and the _ steel companies 
would produce an agreement 
without government intervention, 
but Fairless made it plain he did 
not share this hope.

Malady Called 


Most Baffling 


WESTERN FRONT, Korea, Fri- 
day, Nov. 16—(U.P)—More than 
3,000 Allied soldiers have been 
stricken in Korea since July by 
the strange Oriental malady known 
as “Manchurian fever,” it was re- 
vealed Thursday. | 

A high-ranking medical officer | 
said the disease, technically la- 
belled “epidemic hemorrhagic fe- 


baffling” of all problems facing 
medical personnel in Korea. 

The malady is believed to be 
earried by a chigger-like mite 
which in turn is carried by field 
mice. It first was noted bv the 
Japanese in Manchuria in 1939. 

A division surgeon, Lt. 
Richard Glove of Cleveland, Ohio, 
said the Manchurian fever is “the 
only thing we haven't been able 
to do anything about.” 

But he said an intensive effort 
is being made in the field and in 
laboratories to solve the riddle of 
the disease which currently has a 
mortality rate of 10 to 11 per cent. 

Foot patrols are going out with 
mouse traps. Field laboratories are 
testing the mites and lice found 
on the rodents. Laboratories in 
Japan and Korea are concentrat- 
ing on learning more about the 
organism or virus that causes the 
fever. 


Other. teams are killing mice and, 


rats in the apparently affected 
areas as fast as they can. It was 
estimated that the mouse popula- 
tion already has been cut by 20 
per cent and plans call for exter- 
minating another 55 per cent. 

Glove stressed that the disease 
apparently can not be transmitted 
from person to person. He said 
there has been no instance of a 
single platoon. or company of sol- 
diers being especially hard hit. 

The disease made its first show- 
ing among Allied troops early this 
summer and the only reported re- 
search on the malady is available 
from papers prepared by Japanese 
army doctors who faced the same 
problem when occupation troops 
contracted the disease in Man- 
churia. 

A soldier bitten by an infected 
mite soon develops symptoms like 
‘a severe hangover, medical offi- 
cers reported. He has a sharp 
headache and his eves become 
bloodshot. Fever rises to around 
105 degrees and then falls.

Both Talmadge and Cook, in 
expressing their views to The 
Constitution, emphasized they had 
not had time to closely study the 
decision, 

“The effect of this decision is 
to strike down tnat portion of the 
law which authorizes the board 
to fix the price of milk,” Cook 
said. “It does not affect other 
regulatory provisions of the act.’ 

Cook, who had just returned 
from a trip to Columbus, said in 
his opinion the Milk Control 
Board ‘can continue to function 


in every field except price-fixing.”

| McKeldin walked out of the 
room as Rayburn attacked ‘any 
notion among States’ Rights Dem- 
ocrats to bolt the party if they 
dislike next vear’s presidential 
nominee. 

He explained why in a state- 
ment issued upon his return from 
the annual meeting of Dixie gov- 
ernors. 

Rayburn appealed for Demo- 
cratic unity when he addressed the 
conference last Monday. Some of 
the southern executives have been 
openly hostile to President Tru- 
man. Rayburn defended the Presi- 
dent’s record and was harshly 
critical of Republicans. 


DOWNRIGHT DISCOURTEOUS 

“In my opinion, it was down- 
right discourteous and an insult 
to the integrity and inteligence of 
the Southern Governors,” McKel- 
din said. 

McKeldin was the lone Republi- 
can at the conference. He said 
everything had roled along 
smoothly and politics was ignored 
“until the emissary arrived from 
Washington.” 


“Sam and the rest of his clique 


of rulers are getting scared about 
their positions of power,’ McKel- 
din went on. “They are, in fact, 
getting desperate.” 

The Governor ¢haracterized 
Rayburn’'s talk as a warning that 
depression days would return “if 
the country dared to revive the 
two-party system and elected a 
President other than one of the 
present ruling class.”’ 


“OBVIOUSLY DISGUSTED” 


McKeldin said some of 
listening governors “shook 
heads in obvious disgust” 
credited “waving the flag” 
Ravburn’s only applause. 

“When he got down to the vote- 
buying level of telling which 
Southerners were going to lose 
what jobs if the clique failed to 
win the election next year, I ran 
out of patience,” McKeldin said. 

“I was there to hear about gov- 
ernment and_é intergovernmental 
relations—not precinct politics of 
the Kansas City brand.

Gov. Earl Warren of California has “con- 
cluded” to become a candidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. In so do- 
ing, he has placed himself in a favorable 
Position for becoming a “dark horse” candi- 
date should the convention next year become 
Smarled over a choice between Taft and 
Eisenhower. 

Should this fail to materialize, the Cali- 
fornia governor will become an odds-on 
choice for the vice-presidential nomination, a 
banner which he carried with Dewey in the 
1948 election. As such he would again be 
able to bring his immense personal popular- 
ity and political skill into the race, giving 
whatever ticket the Republicans choose added 
strength. 

Known for his liberal views, Governor 
Warren is usually associated with the Dewey 
and Stassen wings of the Republican Party, 
as opposed to the isolationist Old Guardism 
of the Taft element.

The California governor 
has made a career of poli- 
tics. After admission to the 
bar in 1914, he became dep- 
uty city attorney of Oak- 
land, Calif., in 1919. From 
there he rose to district at- 
torney, becoming governor 
in 1943, a position which he 
still holds. Popular with 
the Democrats also in Cali- 
fornia, he has been the 
nominee of both parties.

Mossadegh’s Request 


And Feudal Barons 


Premier Mossadegh’s request for a $120,- 


000,000 United States loan to bolster the sag- 
ging Iranian economy, accompanied with a 
‘warning that the aid was needed to prevent 
his country from succumbing to conditions 
that would hasten the success of communism, 
might sound like blackmail. It isn't. It 
comes about through a very real fear that 
the Communist Tudeh party will stage a coup 
and seize control of the country. 

Iran’s economy depended on revenue from 
the now nationalized Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. 
Loss of this revenue is resulting in even 
greater impoverishment of a country still 
in the throes of feudalism. We have foreseen 
and predicted that the Iranian government 
seizure of the Abadan refinerv would result 
in an explosive situation on which the Com- 
-munists would make capital. 
mf We might ask why, since Iranian leaders 
undoubtedly foresaw the same result, did 
' they go heedlessly along with their oil seiz- 
ure plans? The answer is difficult to find. 
The actual seizure was made possible by fan- 
ning of fanatical nationalist feelings by Iran- 
ian leaders who hope to retain control of the 
‘country through this method. Temporarily, 
at least, they may have succeeded.

His inconsistencies, his isolationism and his 
association with the Old Guard element of 
the party make him the least attractive to 
the rank and file of voters. His overwhelm- 
ing re-election in Ohio last vear was not such 
a tribute to Taft as a rebuke to the quality 
of the opposition. 

At any rate, it is gratifving to note that 
the Republicans will have a variety of candi- 
dates of unquestioned ability from which to 
choose.

The big. problem for the United States, 
as Justice William O. Douglas points out in 
his recently published book, “Strange Lands 
and Friendly People.” is what to do when 
the feudal barons of Iran and other suffer- 
ing countries invoke nationalistic passions, 
religious fanaticism, color prejudice, jealousy 
and pride to prolong the enslavement of the 
people we profess to wish to liberate? If we 
uphold regimes only because they are anti-

ple will hate us, Justice Douglas warns, 
and go to communism as their choice of the 
lesser of twe evils. 

The problem facing us in attempting to 
turn these poverty-stricken peoples away 
from communism is a political one of how to 
put the people into power as we have done 
in our own United States. It is not an easy 
problem, but it is an immediate one. To 
fail to find the answer is to invite eventual 
fall to communism of these destitute mil- 
lions, as happened in China. 

There is much at stake. Premier Mossa- 
deghs request for aid must be carefully 
weighed with our own objectives in mind.

4. Stated categorically that 
no cease-fire could be arranged 
in Korea until a_ satisfactory 
settlement had been reached 
avout (a) the handing over of 
prisoners of war and (b) the 
policing of a no-reinforcement 
rule after the cease-fire. 

Officials did not say Colonel 
Hanley’s report is wrong and 
they certainly did not vouch for 
it either. What they did say 
was that while there undoubt- 
ediv have been numerous vio- 
lations of the Geneva prisoner- 
of-war convention by the Chi- 
nese and North Korean Com- 
munists the report seemed much 
more definite and alarming than 
the facts known here indicate. 

Ever since the Communists 
agreed to abandon the 38th Par- 
allel as the cease-fire line and 
to meet the United Nations de- 
mand that the cease-fire line 
should be roughly where the 
battle lines now stand (consid- 
erably north of the 38th Paral-

Agree- 
ment that no reinforcements are 
to be sent either side during the 
armistice, and 4. Agreement on 
a satisfactory inspection system 
designed to police the no-rein- 
forcement rule.

McMillan, 45, is a codiscoverer 
of meptinium, the first heavier- 
than-uranium element, This ac- 
complishment led Seaborg and 
other researchers into the present- 
day wonderland of new sub- 
stances. 

In addition, his experiments 
have shown scientists how to mul- 
tiply tenfold the power their 
cyclotron atom smashers, and have 
made it possible for them to create 
cosmic rays in their own labora- 
tories. 

In awarding the prize _ for 
physics, the academy paid tribute 
to Cockcroft and Walton for their 
“nioneer work on the transmuta- 
tion of atomic nuclei by artifically 
accelerated atomic particles.” 

Walton, 48, an Irishman, cad 
Cockcroft, 54, a Briton, teamed 
together at Cambridge in 1932.

This is true at the moment de- 
spite a new flurry of proposals 
that atomic weapons be employed. 

Indications are that it may not 
necessarily remain the American 
policy indefinitely. If the present 
truce talks end in failure, respon- 
sible authorities here agree that 
President Truman and his diplo- 
matic and military advisors will 
have to reconsider the strategy 
followed in Korea so far. 

The question of using atomic 
weapons in Korea flared up over- 
night following a report from 8th 
Army Headquarters in Korea that 
9,000 American prisoners of war 
had been slaughtered by North 
Korean and Chinese Communists.

Her Work Is ‘Illusion: 


Designing Bridal Veils

Probably the only work studio in Atlanta where dreaming is 
encouraged, and rose-colored glasses are just a part of the busi- 


ness... 


that’s the studio of Chryse Demetry. 


Chryse, a young and talented designer, has one of the most 


unique careers in Atlanta .. 

It all started a few years back 
when her cousin decided to get 
married. Chryse was consulted 
about the wedding attire, and 
the two of them journeyed as 
far as Chicago to get material 
for the bridal headgear. 

At that precise moment, be- 
hind the scenes of one of Amer- 
ica’s largest bridal salons, the 
idea was born for Chryse De- 
metry s future career. Mean- 
While, she cesigned the cousin’s 
veil, tucked the idea into the 
back of her head, and sailed for 
Paris to continue her studies. 

After returning to the States, 
she began creating millinery for 
Atlanta's better-dressed women, 
but worked every minute of her 
Spare time on ideas for her new 
“baby.” 

This fall, the idea, the back- 
ground knosa ledge, and the good 
old creative know-how crystal- 
lized into Chryse’s present ca- 
reer. 

The way she goes about de- 
signing a headdress is thus: She 
is consulted by the fluttery 
bride-to-be, who brings her 
wedding dress with her. Fabric, 
weight, color, and mood must be 
matched for the headdress. And 
so Chryse creates the headdress 
around the dress, “as a beautiful 
accessory, never as the center of 
interest,” which is one of the 
reasons her designs are so com- 
pletely a part of the whole pic- 
ture. 

“I hate for a veil to over- 
power a wedding dress, don’t 
you?” she says. 

Her studio is a maze of illu- 
sion (imported from France and 
Fngland), lace - covered wire, 
seed pearls, imported orange 
blossoms, head clips (they look 
like glorified bicycle clips), and 
all the many kinds of lace a 
bride requires. 

She will design the cap and 
veil according to the wishes of 
the bride, but loves best to do 
the unusual (never extreme, but 
not always. strictly conven- 
tional).

One such design she has 
evolved is a magnificent man- 
tilla. The crown effect is built 
up after the fashion of old 
Spain, made from exquisite lace 
embroidered in seed pearls. 

Another is a modified 
bonnet in rich white. satin, 
touched here and there with 
Seed pearls, and a two-tiered, 
Square-cornered veil of illusion 
spills from the back. 

She creates the ‘headdress 
which is prettiest, most becom- 
ing, and most flattering for the 
bride in question. It takes her 
from three days to two weeks to 
turn out this crowning glory, 
and she has done everything 
from the traditional floral crown 
for a Greek Orthodox wedding 
to a childlike, ingenue head- 
dress for a 17-year-old bride. 

And probably one of the main 
reasons her creations are so in- 
spired, is because she herself is 
so thoroughly enchanted with 
the whole idea.

rattles or rings. At this age a 
child’s motor responses are de- 
veloping; he usually only grasps 
and shakes his toys. 

If the child’s around one year 
old, his motor control has im- 
proved and there’s the begin- 
ning of eye-and-hand co-ordi- 
nation. Now’s the time for 
things he can reach for and lift. 
Touch discrimination begins at 
this age, too. . . he’s interested 
in things of different textures. 
He may develop preferences for 
woolly stuffed animals, ofr 
smooth fabrics as silks. 

One to two years indicates the 
start of concrete thinking, and 
it applies to ability. Generally 
at this time a child begins to say 
single words. Thus, he likes 
one block, or one small doll. In- 
terest in textures and shapes is 
of prime import now. 

From two to three years a 
child develops towards more 
complex existence. He begins 
to make phrases and sentences. 
So it’s logical to get several 
blocks, for example; he hooks 
them together to make a train. 
Now’s the time for crude dolls, 
too. 

“After this age,” said Dr: 
Hughes, “it’s important for an 
adult to remember that too- 
elaborate toys leave children 
cold. Toys ought to leave room 
for imagination. It’s imagina- 
tian that leads to adult initiative 
and thinking processes.” 

From age three to six vears is 
the self-adornment level. This 
is the proper time for cowboy 
suits, nurses’ uniforms. Now’s 
the time children make-believe 
as adults. Keep. remembering 
tovs should not Be too perfect. 
Children have more fun in a 
house made of blankets across 
a card table than the most elab- 
orate playhouse. Locomotion 
toys are popular at this age... 
tricycles, skates, etc. 

‘From age six through 11, usu- 

ally, children like increased re- 
alism in their toys. Better co- 
ordination for the child leads 
him to love drawing materials, 
puppets. It’s the time to intro- 
duce mental games like cards. 
Sports equipment at this age 
develops team spirit. 

Never forget to choose toys 
from the child's eye level. Keep 
in mind the three cardinal prin- 


ciples of choice: toys provide 
life for a child, they should only 
be reduced size, less complex, 
and with plenty of room to use 
his imagination. 
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One Solution 
To Problems 
Of Mealtime 


By GLADYS BEVANS 
Dear Mrs. Bevans: 

“Would yeu be interested in 
hearing how one family man- 
aged without having anv of the 
mealtime struggles that so many 
mothers talk about? Don’t think 
I imagine that I have all the 
answers because I don’t. I know 
each home presents its individ- 
ual problems, but this was our 
system. 

“We are one of that large 
army of middle class families 
whose limited means compel 
them to live in a small anpart- 
ment or house. When we mar- 
ried, mv husband and I decided 
that there would be no double 
standard of manners or living 
in our house: that is, we would 
not have ‘company’ and home 
manners, ‘company’ and every- 
day dishes, or linen or table 
silver, etc. In that way, when 
children came we thought it 
would be easier for them to imi- 
tate and fall in with the right 
wav of doing. 

“As soon as our children were 
old enough to sit in a high 
chair, they were brought to 
the table in the dining room 
where the family ate their meals, 
even breakfast and luncheon. 
Even adults are more careful 
of their table manners in the 
dining room where everything 
is made attractive. And, nat- 
urally, children are not so apt 
to be careless. Thus, babies, 
who learn by observing, uncon- 
sciously learn carefulness and 
consideration, the essence of 
good table manners. 

“I’ve never forced them to 
eat anything, neither did we 
forbid them any foods. We al- 
ways kept plenty of fresh fruit 
on hand and served as attrac- 
tive and varied desserts as chile 
dren could buy in ice cream 
parlors. Consequently, they de- 
veloped normal appetities and 
later, when they ate in lunch- 
rooms, where they could choose 
their own menus, they did not 
eat an unbalanced diet of foods 
forbidden at home. 

“As to the talk and atmos- 
phere at the table, the children 
were never excluded from the 
conversation, and looked for- 
ward to meals all together as 
a cheerful, friendly time.” 

There may be small differ- 
ences of opinion on some points 
of this mother’s procedure, but 
on the whole it presents a basic- 
ally good plan for mealtimes. 
It removes so many of the 
stumbling blocks that destroy 
the peace of mealtimes, and re- 
sension over eating and man- 
ners.

Should Woman Open Home 
To Second Mother-in-Law? 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: My mother is 75 years old and 
can’t stand confusion, and as I am the only child, we took her 
into our home about a year ago, after first trying a rest home. 
She has been ill and is just now recovering, rnentally and physi- 
cally. We try to be as quiet as possible and have very little come 
pany, so as not to disturb her and avoid tantrums. 

The immediate problem is what to do about my mother-in- 
law. Should I take her into this situation? Her husband died about 
a year ago, and Mrs. Hill (I'll call her) feels that she is no longer 
able to keep up her home and has offered it for sale. When I 
asked Henry, my husband, what she plans to do if the house is 
sold, he said he didn’t think she should be alone. 

However, I feel that she could be safely alone for the time 
being, in a small apartment of one or two rooms, with her nicest 
possessions to make her comfortable. She is 67, and physically and 
financially able to be alone for a few years yet, I think; and she 
will have quite an adjustment to make, going from her own home 
to somebody else’s. She has another son; and I suggested to Henry 
that she spend half a year with that son, and half a year with us. 
But he says his brother doesn’t want her, stating that he has two 
children and can’t very well take his. mother. 

My own mother heard us discussing the situation and later told 
me, “If she comes here, I'll leave.” Of course this is impossible, 
due to her condition; but it puts me on the spot. Persons who know 
of the situation advise me against having the two mothers in my 
home: but what is your opinion?—E, L. 


DEAR E. L.: It seems to me that you are rushing ahead to 
borrow trouble. in assuming that Mrs. Hill intends to live with 
you if she can gain entree. Inasmuch as your household is already 
dominated by an elderly tyrant, namely, your ailing mother, I can 
imagine that given some leeway in plan-making, Mrs. Hill would 
prefer almost any other accommodation—at least while your 
mother is there. 

As for your feeling of being “on the spot” because your mothe? 
threatens to leave if Mrs. Hill moves in, that’s childish. Indeed, it 
appears that childish emotions form the crux of your agitation, as 
you try to figure the most constructive way of apportioning” al- 
legiance to the two women. I believe your principal unconscious 
emotion, just now, is equal parts dread of offending your mother 
or vour husband. You fear that your mother will be offended past 
forgiving, if she has to share home privileges with Mrs. Hill. And 
vou are equally afraid that Henry will be sore, justifiably, if you 
discriminate against his mother, in favor of yours. : 

A proper handling of the matter is to speak directly with Henry 
and his mother, separately or together, about the potential of her 
living with you. Bring a sincerely open mind to the proposition, 
so that the three of you may discuss it freely. This implicitly chale 
lenges them to think ahead and weigh all angles before settling on 
the course they favor. 

Don't mince the fact that living together in these circumstances 
can’t be easy for either mother. 

By this frank approach to the situation, you rid yourself of 
the impossible assignment—until now unconsciously held—of 
trying to make everybody happy.

BACK TO THE INDIANS 
Woman May Outrank Male 
In Future F amily Life 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 
United Press Science Editor 
NEW HAVEN. Conn., Nov. 5—(UP)—A Yale University an- 
thropoligist says mankind faces the possibility of a “woman's 
world” in which females would own most of the property and hus- 
bands would play a secondary role in family life. 

Dr. George P. Murdock, the 
scientist, reading a paper at the 
annual fall meeting of the National 
Academy of Sciences, emphasized 
that he was not making any such 
predictions, and that he was not 
the male sex, 


cording to Murdock, it could be 
that the women would have a 
“superior status.” That status, 
plus their control over property, 
would put them in the driveér’s 
seat, he said. 

Thus, the “boss” of the family 
—the female— would so order 
that the young couple move in 
with the parents of the bride— 
the dwelling, of course, being 
the property of the mother-in- 
law, as he explained. 

That coming to pass, he said, 
“Kinship ties through females 
would be accentuated in impor- 
tance.” 

The possibility exists, he went 
on, that today’s custom of patri- 
lineal descent might pass out 
and be replated by “martrie- 
lineal descent.” In other words, 
daughters might be the ones to 
carry on the family’s name and 
existence. 

While Dr. Murdock said he 
wasn't “predicting or warning,” 
he insisted that such things as 
the male becoming a secondary 
part in family life was a possi- 
bility. 

“Only modest readjustments 
in kinship terminology would 


warning” 

“Tt is merely a statement of 
a scientific possibility,” he said. 

Murdock based the possibility 
in the changing of customs and 
traditions. One such change, he 
said, is the increased “political 
and economic emancipation” of 
women. Furthermore, hé said, 
their social status has been 
“enhanced.” 

The scientist said that women 
already own “more than half of 
the corporate wealth of the 
United States.” 

“Assume that 
their holdings until they are 
owners of the great bulk of all 
property, including real estate,” 
he said. “‘Assume further an 
acute housing shortagé making 
it impossible for a newly mar- 
ried couple to find apartments 
or homes of their own, thus re- 
quiring them to move in with 
relatives,”

In the daily run of childish 
outburst, sound measures of 
control are possible by all par- 
ents.

Your child throws a tantrum 
when you make him come to 
meals or get ready to go out 
with you. Have vou noticed how 
completely absorbed he can be 
in whatever he is doing? The 
trick here is to warn him a bit 
in advance. Give him time to 
wind up his affairs. 

Forgive and forget—especially 
forget. A capacity for anger is 
a necessary part of every human 
being’s emotional nature. Al-

ATHENS, Nov. 16—The first footbal] game 
ever played in the Deep South—University of 
Georgia and the Auburn Mechanical and Mili- 
tary College February 22. 1892—drew a “huge 
crowd of 2.000 spectators” and was played in 
the rain at Piedmont Park in Atlanta. 

This classic will be renewed for the fifty-f 
time at Columbus. Ga.. Saturday afternoon but 
none of the previous games surpassed in color 
that first engagement 59 years ago. 

Two professors. Georgia’s Dr. Charles Herty 
and Auburn’s Dr. George Petrie—each to become 
quite famous as a chemist and educator. respec- 
tively—“coached” the teams. They had been 
classmates at Johns Hopkins where they haa 
learned the rules of the game. 

That first contest well-advertised. One 
of the announcements read: “Football match be- 
tween the University of Georgia and Auburn 
Mechanica! and College at Piedmont 
Park, Feb. 22. 1892, at 3:30. Weather will make 
no difference.. The game will come off, rain or 
shine, and the spectators will find the grandstand 
thoroughly comfortable. interest is felt in 
this intercollegiate game, and our people should 
encourage it bv their presence.” 

It was an excited group of some 500 Georgia 
students, players, faculty members and sup- 
porters who pulled out of Athens early the morn- 
ing of the game on a special train of the South- 
ern railroad. The engine was decorated in red 
and black colors and scribled on the coaches was 
“Down With Auburn.” 

The train moved on to Atlanta via Gaines- 
ville and while a wait was made at Lula for a

the game was played, anyway, with Auburn 
winning 10-0 on the strength of two touchdowns 
(four points for touchdowns in those days) and 
one goal (two points in those days). 

Georgia’s mascot that afternoon was a goat, 
Auburn’s a fajthful campus Negro who appeared 
on the field wearing orange trousers and a spike 
coat of blue and white sash.

My doctor tells me I am in 
my menopause and need a 
course of hormone injections. 
I am 41 and have never missed 
or been early or late in my 
period, which occurs every 28 
days. Having read of the ill 
effects of hormone injections I 
hesitate to take them, in view 
of the lagk of any disturbance 
of my health ... (Mrs. A. E.) 

At the moment I can’t con- 
ceive of an ailment or an irregu- 
larity of any sort which would 
require “shots” of hormones, 
glandular products, vitamins or 
medicines, but nevertheless it is 
possible that administration of 
one or another of these sub- 
stances by injection may be 
necessary or justifiable in ex- 
ceptional instances. 

If, as you say, young woman, 
vou have no particular irregu- 
larity or complaint, tell me, how 
in the world did you get in the 
waiting line there at the 
“clinic?” You write a letter 
which reflects better than ordi- 
nary intelligence, yet here you 
are, with the rest of the—the 
customers I have characterized 
here often enough to get myself 
in bad in some quarters—run- 
ning to the “specialist’s” shop 
for “shots” at $3 per, of medi- 
cine which should cost from a 
nickel to a dime a dose if it 
were taken in the ordinary 
way. 

One successful charlatan— 
successful in the popular sense 
of the word, that is, financial- 
lv—plies a lucrative business in 
the “shots” field. He has not 
one office girl but three, all 
costumed so the suckers will 
thimk they are nurses, and the 
three girls keep a constant line 
of customers coming for 
“shots”’—while the doctor plays 
golf or goes fishing. Knowing 
him well enough to presume 
a bit, I asked him whether he 
doesn’t have some restless nights 
thinking about the people he 
has exploited in that way. He 
laughed comfortably and then 
turned half-serious and de- 
clared that he really believes a 
person who is tired or weary 
from business cares or responsi- 
bilities gets a greater “lift” from 
a shot of thiamine (Bl) than 
from a dose of it by mouth. Of 
course I could not question the 
man’s right to believe what- 
ever he likes—and obviously he 
likes the “shot” business.

Pointers for Perfect Roast Turkey 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


Turkey’s strutting out front this week as the aristocrat of the holiday table. Among women 
and their meat dealers there is talk of how to buy the best bird in town. Just among women, it’s 
talk of how to cook this kingly dish and a search through’ recipe files for the family’s favorite 
stuffing. Little wonder so much thought is given turkey for it is unsurpassed in downright good 


flavor and attractiveness. 
Judge the size bird by the 


number of servings you want. 
Buy one half pound ready-to- 
cook turkey per serving. For 
example, a 6-to-8 pound ready- 
to-cook bird will make 12 to 16 
servings; a 10-to-12-pound bird, 
20 to 24 servings. Since turkey 
is so good for extra meals bet- 
ter buy one big enough for at 
least two additional meals. 
This year turkey is available 
in styles to suit most any family, 
big or small. Ready-to-cook 
turkey is eviscerated, that is 


drawn and cleaned. It may be 
purchased fresh or frozen. If 
frozen it should be completely 
thawed before cooking. 

Dressed turkey has the head 
and feet on and the bird is not 
drawn. This year many stores 
will stock the new broiler-fryer 
turkey which averages about 4 
to 8 pounds. These bay be 
roasted to golden perfection as 
well as the bigger ones. Some 
stores too will have half, quar- 
ter and cutup turkey for the 
small family’s convenience. 

When ready to stuff the bird, 
look it over thoroughly. It may 
be necessary to remove some 
stubborn pinfeathers. If neces- 
Sary, singe well. Remove any 
bits of lung, etc., remaining in 
the cavity. Wash and rinse in 
cold water. Stuff and truss the 
bird by binding the legs and 
wings to the body. A trussed 
bird cooks moré_ uniformly, 
browns evenly and makes a 
more attractive appearance on 
the platter. 


ROASTING THE TURKEY 

Correct roasting is slow cook- 
ing by dry heat on a rack in an 
open pan. It requires no water, 
no basting, no cover and no 
searing. 

Low temperatures assure bet- 
ter flavor and appearance, less 
shrinkage and less loss of juices. 

A shallow open pan allows 
the heat to circulate around the 
bird, roasting it evenly. 

A rack at least 1% inch high 
raises the bird off the bottom of 
the pan, keeping it out of the 
juices. 

For best results, follow these 
simple steps— 

1. Rub cavity 
salt. 

2. Put enough stuffing in 
neck to fill it out nicely and 
fasten neck skin to back with 
skewer. 

3. Stuff cavity well, but do 
not pack tightly. 

4. Truss bird and grease skin 
thoroughly with melted or soft- 
ened cooking fat. 

5. Place on rack in shallow 
pan, breast down. 

6. Cover top and sides of 
bird with fat-moistened cloth— 
preferably clean white cheese 
cloth. 

7. Place 
@et at proper temperature indi- 
cated on timetable below. 

8. Do not sear, cover, or add 
salt. 

9. Moisten cloth with fat from 
bottom of pan if cloth dries 
slightly during cooking. 

10. Cut trussing string be- 
tween drumsticks and tail after 
about one hour of roasting.

New Ways 
To Stutt 
A Turkey 


While turkey is good there are 
some who argue the dressing is 
better. That is a good argument 
if the dressing is light and fluffy 
and seasoned to a king’s taste. 
For many, cornbread stuffing is 
the only companion fit-for this 
regal bird. Others will settle for 
just plain bread dressing with 
or without herbs, oysters, chest- 
nuts, take your pick. 

Remember not to pack the 
stuffing in tightly for it swells 
during the roasting and may 
split the turkey. Overpacking 
will also cause stuffing to be- 
come soggy. Allow one cup 
stuffing per pound of undrawn 
poultry or one and one-fourth 
cups drawn weight. Another 
way to measure is to allow one 
and one-half slices of bread per 
serving of dressing you want. 
Extra stuffing that will not go 
into the bird may be baked in 
a loaf pan during the last hour 
the bird is cooking. Baste with 
pan drippings if desired. 

Do not stuff the turkey until 
ready to put it in the oven. It is 
not safe to allow hot dressing to 
stand in the bird and certainly 
not overnight.

Custard is a basic dish every cook learns to prepare sooner or 
later, but not every cook would call herself an expert at it. Simple 
as the ingredients are and easy as the mixing and baking appeara, '

Baking at too high a temperature or for too long a time causes | 


a weepy, rubbery texture. 

Too many eggs result in an 
overfirm, solid custard; too few 
will yield a soft, runny dessert. 

An excess of sugar or other 
sweetening may prevent the cus- 
tard from holding its smooth 
shape. : 

A perfect baked custard will be 
quivery but firm enough to hold 
shape when turned out in serving 
dish. To achieve good results the 
eggs are beaten with a fork just 
enough to mix yolks and whites. 
The milk*generally is scalded to 
reduce baking time, then it is 
carefully stirred into eggs and 
sugar. If mixture appears “stringy” 
you may strain it but this is 
usually unnecessary. Place the 
baking dishes in a pan of hot 
water. The water should come up 
almost to the tops of the dishes 
so that the custard will bake even- 
ly. Bake in a moderate oven, no 
higher than 350 degrees, until the 
custard is just firm. The very cen- 
ter of the custard still may be a 
little liquid, for there will be 
enough heat left in it to continue 
the cooking after it is removed 
from the oven.
